In general appearance, the flowers 
resemble the Dutch Iris, used by florists, but the flowers 
are much larger. They bloom on stalks three to four feet 
tall and each stalk will open four or five flowers They 
make excellent cut flowers.

The terms ‘’Daffodils’’ and ‘’Narcissi”’ are inter- 
changeable, but there is a tendency to apply the 
name Daffodil to the varieties of which the trumpet 
or cup is as long or longer than the perianth or the 
six flat petals. The name Narcissus is correct for all 
types of Daffodils and Narcissi. 


| have not used the standard classification of 
Daffodils in this list, as | find that it is confusing 
to all but the specialist. The various varieties are 
grouped in broad color classes. The season of bloom 
and height are given with a brief description of the 
variety. By selecting early, medium and late varie- 
ties, Daffodils will bloom for a full month in the 
spring.

L. candidum “‘Cascade Strain” The Madonna Lily 


Careful selection and pollination has finally produced a 
race of the Madonna Lily with tall straight stems and large 
flowers of unusual texture and perfect form. Nothing is 
more beautiful than the white purity of these new Madonna 
Lilies. L. candidum is one of the few bulbs which requires 
very shallow planting. The top of the bulb should not be 
over an inch below the surface of the ground. Since the 
bulbs make a fall growth and are dormant for only a few 
weeks, early planting is necessary, preferably by October 
Ist. They increase rapidly by natural division and will 
soon form a large clump.
